The Old Iron Horse will chug 
along 
through 
Bucks County 
again. 
The first steam locomotives 
to operate over the picturesque 
Wilmington & Northern branch 
oi the Reading Railroad in more 
than nine years will puff the 
full 67-mile length of the wind­ 
ing, single-track line on Sunday, 
April 9, with a 16-car train of 
I.(XX) excursionists. 
The trains, which will origin­ 
ate in West Trenton, N.J., will 
pass through Yardley, Roeloff, 
Woodbourne, Irftnghorne, Park­ 
land, Janney, Neshaminy Falls, 
Jenkintown and points south en­ 
route to Wilmington. 
Thousands 
are expected 
to 
view the engines at cities and 
towns along the route. Passen­ 
gers will ire picked up along

as

famous Old Iron Horse choos, 
choos along. 
Actually, there will he two 
trains, the “ most photographed” 
pair of locomotives in America- 
Reading steamers Nos. 2100 and 
2124 - each weighing more than 
400 tons and carrying 26 tons 
of coal and 19,000 gallons of 
water.

chores for the first “ Iron Horse 
Ramble” of 1961. Each engine, 
with tender, is HO feet long. 
The last steam locomotive ran 
over the Wilmington & North­ 
ern in March, 1952. The line 
since then has been an all­ 
freight route. 
It first opened 
between Birdsboro and Wilming­ 
ton in 1870. 
The two locomotives are the 
last active steam engines on a 
m ajor railroad between Maine 
and Florida, having been re­ 
placed by the more modern 
diesel and electric trains—which 
are not near so picturesque. 
On similar runs on the 16 
“ Iron Horse Rambles” to date, 
the Reading estimates upwards 
of a total of 1.000.000 photo­ 
graphs have been taken of the 
smoke-pluming coal burner and 
train.

Falls Township’s Board of Su­ 
pervisors last night approved a 
six-mill tax raite to pay for its 
$801,068 1961-62 budget, the same 
amount used for last year’s $604,- 
187 budget. 
The gudget was discussed and 
the millage set during a public 
hearing at the Falls Municipal 
Building. Passage of the budget is 
expected during the board’s next 
meeting April 4. 
According 
to

Berkes. 
noarri of supervisors chairman, 
the millage was approved with lit­ 
tle opposition 
during 
what 
he 
termed, " surprisingly quiet meet­ 
ing.” 
Dissenting Voice 
A dissenting voice was raised 
today, however, by Walter Al­ 
mond, who is seeking the Demo­ 
cratic nomination as supervisor 
candidate in opposition to the in­ 
cumbent Berkes. 
Almond said that if, as Berkes 
claims, a $150,000 loan to pay for 
road repairs can be absorbed 
easily into future budgets, "Why 
didn’t Berkes do this years ago 
and keep our roads in good shape 
all along?" 
Almond pointed out that re­ 
pairs on Lower Makefield Road 
in the township "have been cut 
out of budgets in recent years, 
despite the fact that this road has 
been in dire need of repair for 
some time " 
“ Lack of Foresight" 
The Democratic hopeful charged 
that previous road programs have 
been inadequate and that many 
township roads have not been in 
too good a condition for years." 
"In my opinion,” Almond stat­ 
ed, "this lack of foresight is about 
to cost Falls Township taxpayers 
an extra quarter of a million 
dollars.” 
Berkes yesterday defended the 
loan, to be used only if needed and 
payable over a four or five year 
period. 
He said normally, the road re­ 
pair 
and 
reconstruction 
work 
wnuld have been done over a four 
or five year period. As a result 
of this past winter’s severity, the 
wrork must be done now, the tow n­ 
ship official stated. 
Berkes said the loan will enable 
the board to pay for road re­ 
pairs over the four or five year 
period, as it would have had to do 
anyway, if the road program had 
been extended during that period 
of time.

MOSCOW (UPD - Military and

vorld met within the Wallis of the 
Kremlin today to discuss "meas­ 
ures to strengthen (Red) combat 
capacity’’ and enforce demands 
for "restoration of the neutrality 
of Laos." 
The conference, including dele­ 
gates from the Warsaw Pact na­ 
tions (Russia and its European 
satellites) and observers from Red 
Asia, is expected to last a week 
An editorial in the Communist 
on an Pravda urged the conferees 
to "take all necessary measures 
to strengthen the combat capacity 
of the socialist (Communist) camp 
to safeguard international security 
and preserve peace.’’ 
Pravda also said that "agree 
ment on the restoration of the 
neutrality of Laos" is the only a1 
ternative to war in the landlocked 
jungle kingdom. 
Pravda 
accused 
the 
United 
States of "creating an artificial 
atmosphere of nervous panic" in 
the Laos crisis.
